“. . .the Treaties and Other International Acts Series issued 
under the authority of the Secretary of State shall be competent 
evidence . . . of the treaties, international agreements other than 
treaties, and proclamations by the President of such treaties and 
international agreements other than treaties, as the case may be, 
therein contained, in all the courts of law and equity and of maritime 
jurisdiction, and in all the tribunals and public offices of the 
United States, and of the several States, without any further proof 
or authentication thereof.”

Republic of Benin and has the honor to refer to the Embassy's note No. 

150 of September 26, 1994 which, together with the Ministry's note No. 

1359/M.G.G.C./S.G./DAM/AN/AN/Dl of October 3, 1994 constitutes 

agreement between the two governments regarding assurances related to 

the end use, security and rctransfer of military equipment and military 

training and education services. 

The Embassy of the United States of America refers to discussions 

between the two Governments regarding the provision of commodities, 

services, and related training by the Government of the United States or 

America to the Government of the Republic or Benin for peacekeeping 

and humanitarian purposes, and for participation in the African Crisis 

Response Initiative. 

The Embassy of the United States of America proposes that the 

terms of the agreement referenced above shall apply to such commodities, 

services, an<l related training furnished by the Government of the United 

States of America to the Government or Benin, except that such 

commodities, services, and related training shall be used solely for 

peacekeeping and humanitarian purposes, related training activities, an<l 

for participation in the African Crisis Response Initiative. 



If lhe proposals scl forth herein are acccplable lo lhe Governme11l 

of Benin, the Embassy proposes lhal lhis note, logcthcr wilh the 

Ministry's reply lo that effect, shall constitule an agreement between lhe 

two governmenls which shall cnler in force on lhc dale or the Minislry's 

reply. 

Altached to lhis nole is suggested language for lhe Ministry's reply. *

opportunity to renew to lhe Ministry of Foreign Affairs and Cooperation 

of the Republic of Oeni~1 the assurances of its highest consi<.lcralion.

In the fifth line of the first paragraph of the U.S. note, the number of the Ministry's note 
is given as "1359/M.G.G.C./S.G./DAM/AN/AN/Dl ." It is given in the French translation 
as "1359/MAEC/DC/SG/DAM/AN/Dl." 

In the third line from the end of the first paragraph of the U.S. note, the phrase "related to 
the end use, security and retransfer of military equipment and military training and 
education services" is rendered in French as "relating to the use, security and return of 
military equipment and provision of service or military training." 

In the third line from the end of the third paragraph of the U.S. note, the phrase "shall be 
used solely" is rendered in French as "shall be intended solely." 

The next-to-last paragraph of the U.S. note (the line beginning "Attached to ....") does not 
appear in the French.]
